THE GRAND JURY REPORT. 


The report presented by the Grand 
Jury last night, found in full on our 
local page, shows that the gentlemen 
comprising that body worked hard to 
arrive at the cost of maintaining our 
county government. They make, too, 
some very excellent recommendations, 
but all they say we cannot fully in- 
dorse. The report shows the expenses 
of the county government for the year 
1882 to have been $66,696 61. From 
that sum we think the item of armory 
rent —$900—should be subtracted, be- 
cause the county has nothing at all to 
do with it. It is paid by the State 
and the county warrant so pardis sent 
to the State officers as a coin voucher 
for a part of the State’s proportion of 
the taxes collected. We think, how- 
ever, that $900 is too much to allow 
any company in the State for armory 
rent. But that is something for the 
State to settle, and is out of the juris- 
diction of our county officers. The 
cost of the Court House fence— 
$2,696 80—is another item that should 
be deducted, for that is in the nature 
of a permanent improvement, and not 
an expense liable to occur again, and 
makes the county's property more val- 
uable. The amount paid out for fire 
purposes, $2,974 77; Justice of the 
Peace, $1,877 55, and Constable, $1,- 
898 77, are items which properly be- 
jong to the municipal goveroment 
of Reno and are not an expense paid 
by the county at large. With these 
items deducted we find a balance of 
$56,349 22 as the actual cost of our 
county government for all purposes. 
The Court House expenses were 81, 
753 97, and this includes fuel for all 
the officers, lights and all incidentals, 
and seems to us to be not unreasona- 
bly high. The expenses of the Sher- 
is office were $2,473 49, including 
board of prisoners. The amount al- 
lowed fur that purpose we think cap 
be reduced some and still properly 
feel the inmates. The item of $6,- 
712 67 for public road uses we do not 
think is extravagant by any means. 
We have nearly 800 miles of county 
highways and two or three hundred 
bridges, culverts and crossings, and 
do not imagine that that expense can 
be materially reduced if our roads and 
bridges are kept in reasonably good 
repair. If the sum named was not 
judiciously expended, that is another 
thing; but we venture the assertion 
that Washoe county cannot keep her 
highways in good condition for less 
money than the amount expended last 
year. The County Hospital expenses 
seem to be too much, and we think 
one physician can attend the sick, 
but are not prepared to say that $90 
per month is too much for the profes- 
sional services required at that insti- 
tution. The Grand Jury think the 
county farm should be tilled by pau- 
per labor. We do not think so, for if 
an inmate of that institution is able to 
work on a farm he should be dis- 
charged and not allowed to live at the 
expense of taxpayers, If he is sick 
enough to be admitted to the hospital 
he should be treated asa sick man, 
and when cured and able to earn his 
own bread be promptly discharged. 
The items of the township judiciary— 
Justice of the Peace and Constable— 
seem tous to be too much for the 
amount of work that has been per- 
formed. We think, however, if our 
town is properly guarded by police- 
men and the tramps, petty thieves and 
disturbers of peace promptly and prop- 
erly punished, that that expense, too, 
is as low as we can expect for the pro- 
tection due citizeos and property 
from lawless men and women. The 
item reterring tothe cost of our fire 
department is reasonable and just. 
Reno was wholly unprotected and had 
to provide apparatus for battling witb 
fire and bought two fire engines, hose, 
etc., and run in debt for them. Part 
of the amount of this item was used to 
pay for that service. The companies are 
composed of men who, generally speak - 
ing, own nothing and have always 
worked hard to save the property of 
the tax-payers. The tax-payers have 
never been so very generous in the 
suppert of fire companies and have 


often found fault with the Commis-| 


* 


sioners for allowing the department a 
man to clean up the machines. We 


are inclined to think that property- 


holders would find it to their advan- 
tage to be a little more liberal in that 
department and not find too muck 
fault on that score. We do not think 
the salaries of the several county offi- 
cials are any too high now. If we have 
too many officers, reduce the number, 
but pay what we do have a reasonable 
compensation for their services. If 
the Sheriff has too many deputies—we 
do not think he has — make him get 
along with less; if the County 
Clerk does not require a  dep- 
uty, do not allow him one, but 
pay the principal for doing the work. 

The fee bill is undoubtedly high and 
it is, no doubt, a fact that litigants 
have paid in fees enough to more than 
pay the several officers their salaries. 

But we can see nothing wrong in that. 

If people are unfortunate enough to 


become involved in lew suits there is 


no injustice in a law requiring them 
to pay a reasonable fee to the county 
for doing the work they require. We 
do not think the fees should be re- 
duced 30 per cent. We think, how- 
ever, it would be far to reduce the 
fees in civil cases to an amount equal 
to the sum it would require to pay 
the official to perform the county 
work the same as it would an individ- 
ual. In short, we are inclined to 
think that too much of the short - bit 
policy would prove disastrous instead 
of beneficial.

The Naval * Rill — 
Proposal to Build two Steel war 
Vessels. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24, 

In the House to-day Atkins (Teon.) 
said there had been spent since the 
war $300,000,000 on the American 
navy. Whitthorne offered a resolu- 
tion fer the construction by contract, 
under the supervision of a board of 
three officers, of a steel steam frigate 
of 5,900 tons displaced and a steel 


corvette of 4,500 tons displacement. 
It provides that no money shall be 
* until the vessels shall be accepted 
y the Board, and fixes $1,800,000 as 
the maximum cost of the frigate and 
$1,400,000 as the maximum eost of 
the corvette. Holman offered an 
amendment to the original text so as 
to provide that the new cruisers shal! 
be built by contract with the lowest 
and best responsible bidder, made 
after 60 days’ advertisement in five 
papers io the United States inviting 
proposals for constructing said vessels, 
subject to such rules, regulations and 
provisions as to bonds and security 
for the completion of the work as the 
Secretary of the Navy may preacribe, 
and that no such vessel shall be ac- 
cepted unless completed in strict con - 
formity with contract. Adopted. The 
clause sppropriating $20,000 for test- 
ing the practicability of deflective 
armor having been reached, it was 
amended on motion of Harris 80 as to 
apply only to deflective turrets de- 
signed by engineer N. B. Clark. 

Tuomas (IIIs.), as an additional sec- 
tien, offered as amendment providing 
that any person in the pay of the navy 
who shall receive any present or gra- 
tuity of any kind or value whatever 
by reason of any purchase or payment 
made by him on account of naval ser- 
vice shall be dismissed the service, 
imprisoned for aterm not less than 
one nor more than 10 years and fined 
not less than $100 nor more than 
$10,000. Adopted.

The Report in Full of Their 
Investigations. 


INTERESTING FACTS AND FICURES 


The Fee vs. the Salary System—Some 
Sensible Suggestions. 


The Grand Jury completed its 
labors and made final report yesterday 
afternoon. The following is the report 
in full: 

H. H. Beck, Foreman: Your com- 
mittee appointed to examine the coun- 
ty buildings report as follows: 

We examined Poor House, Jail, 
Court House and out-buildings. We 
find everything in good order and 
condition, with the following excep- 
tions: The outside of the Poor House 
needs a coat of paint; also the wood- 
work on the outside of the Court 
House, together with the south half 
of the roof, is sadly in want of one or 
two coats of paint. We would recom- 
mend to the County Commissioners 
that they have the same done as soon 
as the weather will permit. We also 
recommend that a barbed wire fence 
be constructed on each side of the 
west entrance to the Court House, to 
prevent persons from committing a 
nuisance at the end of the building, 
the county having gone to the expense 
of building clean and neat outhouses 
for the use of parties having business 
in aod around the Court House. In 
our examination we found the hinges 


to one of the double gates broken and 
the gates standing open. We would 
suggest to the County Com.nissioners 
that they bave the gate repaired, and 
hereafter see that it is kept closed aad 
locked. With the above suggestions 
we beg leave to submit our report.

To H. H. Beck, Foreman: Your 
committee on cost of county govern 
ment and personal services require: 
in each co-ordinate branch, beg leave 
to report that they have compiled the 
following schedule, marked exbibit A. 
from a tabulation and classification of 
the bills allowed by the County Com- 
missioners for the year 1882, except 
as to the salary of District Judye 
which was fixed by law at ($2,100) 
twenty-one hundred dollars. The 
total amount of schedule A is 672, 
725 61, out of which aggregate deduct 
the amount paid tor redemption of 
school bonds, $2,683 75; and for 
bridge bonds, 83.345 25; total, 66.020; 
leaving $66,696 61 as the current active 
expense of administering the county 
government of Washoe county in the 
year 1882. 
Referring to schedule A it appears 
that the office of Assessor costs 
$2,860.37. In the opinion of your 
committee the personal services re- 
quired in that office can be well and 
faithfully performed by two men in 90 
days, and that five dollars per man 
per day is adequate compensation for 
such service, or 90 days at $10 per day 
is $900 per annum. 
The Auditor and Recorder's office 
costs “$2,550 25. In the opinion of 
your committee this 1s an office that 
requires the constant personal services 
of the officer during*every business day 
of the year, and that $150 per month 
or $1,800 per annum is adequate com 
pensation for that service. 
The District Attorney's office costs 
$1,928 25. In the opinion of your 
committee $125 per month or $1,500 
per annum is adequate compensation 
for the services performed in that 
office. 
The company armory costs $75 per 
month, or per annum $900. As we 
understand, thig is for rent of drill 
room and in the opinion of your com. 
mittee ample accommodations can be 
had for $25 per month or $300 per an- 
num. 
County Commiseioners costs $1,800 
peranoum. We consider this a valu- 
able and important office in the econ- 
omy of our county government, and 
that if the duties are performed in 
an intelligent, discreet, economical, 
thrifty manner as private citizens in 
their individual capacity do business 
for themselves the compensation is not 
too much. But if the duties are per- 
formed in a perfunctory manner, any- 
thing is too much. 3 
The Sheriff's office cost $6,973 49. 
Of this amount $4 500 were for salaries 
of sheriff and deputy. In the opinion 
of your committee $150 per month for 
sheriff (per annum $1,800), and for 
deputy sheriff $100 per month ($1,200 
per annum)—$3,000 per annum for 
salaries—is adequate compensation for 
the personal services in this office. 
The County Clerk’s office cost 
$3,792 25, of which $3,600 was paid 
for salaries of clerk and deputy. In 
the opinion of your committee $125 
per month, or $1,500 per annum, is 
adequate compensation for all personal 
services required in this office. 
The Constable's office cost $1,898 77. 
This was principally, nearly wholly,

and Clerks’ personal services and mes- 
sengers carrying the returaos.§1,178 
In yet precinct there was but one | 
polling place, and canvassing the vote | 
ovcupied the persons employed three | 
consecutive days. We recommend 
that in futare elections, that three 
polling places be provided Reno pre- 
cinct. In one precinct in Washoe 
county 10 persons were registered and 
the cost of the election in the precinct 
was $108 50 or $10 85 per name reg- 
istered here. Six votes were cast, or 
$18 08 per vote. It seems to your 
committee that some provision of law 
should be made to reduce this expense. 
The largest expense seems to attach to 
the messengers’ services. Cannot the 
returns be made through the mails? 

Public roads have cost $6,712 67— 
we think entirely too much for the 
services and labor done. We respect- 
fully call the attention of the County 
Commissioners to the administration 
ot the road law. 

The hospital expenses of the county, 
including burials and examining in- 
sane, cost $4,025 43. In this service 
two physicians have been employed 
and paid $45 per month—per annum 
a regular salary of $540 each—and ad- 
ditional allowances for examining in- 
sane persons. We think one physi- 
cian can do the business, and it is per- 
tinent here to state that the State phy- 
sician of the State of Oregon gets for 
his personal services in care of the 
insane of that State $500 per annum. 
The county physicisos of the county 
of Washoe ought not to cost mre than 
the State physician of the State of 
Oregon. We thiok the county farm 
should be tilled by the paupers’ labor. 

In our tabulation of public printing 
all printing has been charged to the 
particular office that ordered and had 
it, exeept that which was not charge- 
able to any one office. The latter ap- 
pears under the head of Printing“ in 
exhibit A. 

Grand Jurors cust $618 10; trial 
jurors, $2.642 90, makiog a total of 
83,261. Wo think this service can be 
materially curtailed without interfer- 
ing with, interrupting or prejudicing 
the administration of justice. 

The office of Justice of Peace costs 
$1,877 55. This service has beea paid 
for under the fee system, and we think 
itentirely too much. This extrava- 
gant cost of judicial proceedings places 
the administration of justice beyond 
the reach of the poor man and renders 
the administration of justice an aris- 
‘oeratic institution. We think $100 

er month—§$1,200 per annum—is ad- 
quate compensation for the services 
reudered by that office and recommend 
a reduction of the fee bill te that end. 
The Treasurer's office costs 
$2,157 21. The services required in 
this office are very little for nine 
months in the year and we think 
$1,200 per annum adequate compeuss- 
uon for the services required. 
In the exhibit we have made, we 
do not complain of the officers in the 
respective. offices. We thiok their 
duties have been well performed. The 
evils complained of lie in the law, and 
we recommend that the laws fixing 
the compensation ot officers in Washoe 
county be so altered and amended as 
not to exceed the compensation here- 
inbefore set out.

FEES vs. SALARY. 


We have at some trouble and ex- 
pense, made a comparison of the dif- 
ference in cost to the people of the 
county between the fee system on one 
hand and the salary system on the 
other, and find that during the years 
1879 and 1880, under the fee system, 
the Sheriff's office of our county cost 
litigants and taxpayers $17,539 25, or 
an average of $8,769 82. The same 
office under the salary system for the 
years 1881 and 1882 cost $11,160, a 
saving for the two years of 66.379 25. 

The Olerk’s office for 1879 and 1880 
under the tee system cost $16,977 35; 
under the salary system for 1881 and 
1882, $7,200; a saving for two years 
of $9,777 35. 

Recorder and Anditor cost for 1879 
uoder fees, $3,033 15; cost for 1882, 
under salary, $2,400; saving in one 
year 8633 15, 

Treasurer's office, under laws gov- 
erning percentages and salary of 
Treasurer for the year 1879, $1,944 20; 
same office cost in 1882 $2,000; in- 
crease in cost last year over that of 
1879, $55 80.

Resvived, As the sense of this Jury, 
that the expense of the Sheriff's office, 
including jatlor, is too great; that the 
principal and his deputy can, during 
a large part of the year, conduct all 
the business connected with the office, 
including that of jailor, and that the 
Commissioners make allowance ac- 
cordiugly. 

Carried unanimously. 

In corclusion, we feel it our duty 
to impress upon the minds of the 
County Commissioners that to a very 
large extent the welfare of our county 
government rests in their keeping. 
The Board of County Commissioners 
should manage and lead the business 
affairs of the county, and not as has 
heretofore too often been the case, al- 
low public affairs to manage them. 
They should anticipate the business to 
come before them, and be prepared to 
meet it in a business manner and not 
wait until matters of expense have 
culminated in heavy bills brought to 
them for allowance.

A correspondent of the Silver State 


writing from Fort MeDermit says that

the Indians in that vicinity bave suf- 
fered greatly from hunger and expo- 
sure. They are daily crowding in to- 
wards the Post in increasing numbers, 
and in view of their destitute condi- 
tion it became absolutely necessary to 
do somethiag to alleviate their dis- 
tress. Accordingly the few citizens 
in the neighborhood raised a subscrip- 
tion in aid of the most helplesss, The 
military authorities at the Post are 
also doing all in their power to aid in 
this good work; but unless the gov- 
eroment speedily furnishes a greater 
measure of relief, there may be trouble 
anticipated before the expiration of 
the Winter. There are plenty of cattle
